Of Lincoln 


This is the time one thinks of 
Abraham Lincoln. Sitting before 
an open fire, the mind runs on to 
clay-floored, win- 
dowless log cab- 
in in which he 
was born, with 
the wide, rock- 
lined fireplace 
which was for 
warmth and 
cooking. He stud- 
jed and read at 
night, lying be- 
fore such a fireplace, with rich 
pine ‘‘lighterwood”’ thrown on the 
logs to give more light. 

This is George Washington's 
month, too. He was one of those 
who won independence for the col- 
onies. More than any man he 
bore the brunt of those long, hard, 
dangerous years. He lived more 
with defeat than victory, but 
after losing many battles he won 
the war. He was the first presi- 
dent of the Republic which re- 
placed the federation of sovereign 
states, which attempt at union 
died of states’ rights and the in- 
evilable excesses thereof. 

It was Lincoln who placed un- 
ion firmly on a necessary founda- 
tion of central authority. After 
him everyone knew that the na- 
tion, not the separate states, was

Tree Measured 


A tree, says an old adage, is 
best measured when it is down. 
Many men have measured the 
fallen Lincoln, Some were hos- 
tile, some merely curious, some 
friendly and the 
goes on. 

Lincoln emerges as the greatest 
American. He was, in fact, a 
product of the frontier and the 
cities. In him was fused all the 
major characteristics which we 
try to dissect out in our searching 
to discover what it is that makes 
up the typical American. 

Almost 7,000 books and pam- 
phlets have been written about 
him. And there will be more. It 
is an odd, yet significant thing, 
that almost everyone feels as if 
he had known Lincoln. He was a 
man of compassion, mercy, weak- 
ness and strength. He never 
found a church that he could join, 
yet no man who has ever been in 
the White House has more nearly 
lived the two great command- 
ments. As Carl Sandburg, his 
greatest biographer, has said: 
“The greatest memorial to him 
was a united nation and a love 
and reverence of him in America 
and in the Family of Man over 
the earth.” 

In a very real sense he began 
the architectural work of creating 
the nation in 1858. It was 100 
years ago that he and Stephen 
Douglas held their great debates 
in a campaign for a seat as U.S. 
senator from Illinois. Lincoln re- 
ceived the most popular votes. 
But in those days the state legis- 
latures elected. And Douglas won 
by a small margin. 


Issue Drawn 


But though Lincoln lost, the de- 
bates had attracted the attention 
of the entire nation—not just IIli- 
nois. The issue was clearly 
drawn. Lincoln had gone deeply 
into the intent of the makers of 
the Constitution, some of whom 
had tried to outlaw slavery at the 
time it was being written. They 
had hoped, he believed, for the 
rapid abandonment of that can- 
cerous institution in which one 
man owned another. Therefore, 
they did not write a slave Consti- 
tution. They wrote of freedom. 

Stephen Douglas’ speeches were 
almost identical with those of the 
White Citizens Councils of today. 
Great sections of them are 
used in 1958, a century aft- 
er Douglas spoke them. Lin- 
‘coln held fast to his basic prin- 
ciple: “It is the eternal struggle 
between these two principles— 
right and wrong—throughout the 
world.”

Redstone Zooms

CAPE CANAVERVERAL, Fila., 
Feb. 11 (~The Army fired a 
Redstone rocket tonight like the 
one which pushed America’s first 
satellite into the heavens, and 
it vanished with a roar into a 
lowhanging layer of clouds. 

The noisy rocket was only visi- 
ble for about 30 seconds, but the 
sound of it streaking upward was 
heard for some three minutes. 

The flight appeared successful 
to observers on the ground.

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B52 Kills |

2 of Plane Crew 


Also Victims 


RAPID CITY, S.D., Feb. 11 #— 
A giant B52 intercontinental bomb- 
er smashed into a control shack 
during a landing attempt at Ells- 
worth Air Force Base today. Two 
crewmen and three men in the 
building were killed. Six others 
aboard the plane were injured. 

The small building, used for 
controlling instrument landings by 
radar, and the plane were en- 
gulfed in flames. The eight-jet 
plane is America’s largest 
bomber. 

The Air Force identified the 
dead crewmen as ist Lt. Kenneth

House Plans To Name 


Quter Space Committee

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11—The House is expected to 
follow the Senate’s lead in setting up a special legislative 


committee on outer space. 

Rep. Brooks (D-La) is in line 
for the chairmanship. 

Brooks, a senior member of the 
House Armed Services Committee, 
introduced a resolution yesterday 
for the creation of a 13-member 
counterpart to the “‘blue ribbon” 
Senate committee. 

House Democratic leaders have 
indorsed the Brooks resolution on 
the recommendation of Rep. Vin- 
son of Georgia, chairman of the 
Armed Services Committee. 

The measure probably will be 
called up for House action next 
week if the rules committee clears 
it in time, as now expected. 


Brooks introduced it at the sug- 
gestion of Vinson, who does not 
expect to accept membership on 
the panel. 


“T'm for it, but I’ve got too 
much to do,” Vinson explained. 


Vinson’s Armed Services Com- 
mitee has jurisdiction over most 
legislation dealing with outer 
space research and exploration. 

Jurisdiction over all space legis- 
lation would go to the special 
committee under terms of the 
Brooks resolution. 


The new committee will elect its 
own chairman, but it is customary 
for the author of the resolution 
creating a special panel to get the 
post. 

Tne Brooks resolution is pat- 
terned closely on one passed by 
the Senate last week with the 
majority leader, Johnson (D-Tex) 
as sponsor.

Peiping radio said Chou had 
proposed readjustments to carry 
through the spirit of the regime’s 
rectification campaign and to 
cope with the new situation that 
Red China now faces in Socialist 
construction. 

Army Marshal Chen Yi, the new 
foreign minister, is a onetime 
ironworker with a college educa- 
tion. His star began rising on the 
Chinese scene a few years ago 
after an outstanding military ca- 
reer. 

Chou became foreign minister 
as well as Premier in 1949 when 
Chairman Mao Tze-tung became 
chief of state. Chou, dynamic yet 
suave, had a stormy career in the 
old China. He served in the army 
under Chiang but later deserted 
him when the Communists began 
their move for power. 

FORCE BEHIND 


Outside China he is considered 
as the force behind Chinese com- 
munism, although he no longer is 
believed to be the likely succes- 
sor to Mao. 

Chiang once said of Chou: “He 
is the powerful one, the dangerous 
one, the clever one.”

The Policyholders! 


! Let us respectfully call to the atten- 
tton of insurance underwriters and Com- 
missioner Zack Cravey, who issued what 
amounted to a secret rate increase, that 
The Constitution has had no meeting with 
underwriters, as was indicated in a news 
story yesterday. 

The story quoted insurance executive 
Rutherford Ellis in a rather belated de- 
fense of rate increases in fire and auto 
insurance. 

If there has been such a meeting with 
the “press,” we know nothing about it. 


The issue emphatically is not just one 
between Mr. Cravey and the newspapers, 
as he and Mr. Ellis would like to make it 
appear. It is between the commissioner 
and the holder of every insurance policy 
in Georgia. 

The Georgia Farm Bureau, for ex- 
ample, is not a newspaper. 

It is an organization which represents 
and speaks for the farmers. 

They—the farmers—have found their 
rates are going up as much as 50 per cent. 
The average for all policyholders is mcre 
than 15 per cent. The Farm Bureau de- 
clares this issue the “hottest” one in 
Georgia insofar as farmers are concerned. 


Farmers, we would have Mr. Ellis 
know in answer to his gratuitous judg- 
ment, are not newspapers. They are men 
already suffering from increased costs and 
price decreases. 

As for the rate increases and the need 
for them, Georgians are entitled to know 
the facts. And when the House of Rep- 
resentatives unanimously passes a resolu- 
tion to get the facts, it is not in response 
to legitimate newspaper reporting but be- 
cause of the folks back home. They. want 
to know why. They are entitled to know 
and we are confident the House commit- 
tee will make the attempt to inform them. 

As for Mr. Cravey’s highhanded meth- 
ods and his attempt to pass the buck, 
can he deny that the rate increases were 
not announced publicly until they were 
dug out by one of those inquiring “jorees” 
of the press? 

As for the insurance industry itself, 
there’s no quarrel with it, but if Georgia 
is becoming or is to become the great in- 
surance “center” which Mr. Cravey 
claims, it must be concerned with the 
policyholders themselves. They’re entitled 
to know about such things as rate in- 
creases and the reasons therefor. 

Meanwhile, there has been no denial 
as far as we know that Virginia’s rates— 
as pointed out by a member of the Leg- 
islature—are lower than those in Georgia. 

Will the underwriters be good enough 
to admit that what Georgia needs is a 
commission such as Virginia has which 
knows something about insurance? 

As for Mr. Ellis and his belated meet- 
ing with “the press,” The Atlanta Con- 
stitution has seen neither hide nor hair 
of him.

Stone Mountain Needs

House passage of a bill yesterday au- 
thorizing Gov. Griffin to purchase Stone 
Mountain is a step toward realization of a 
long-cherished dre of Georgians. 

Whether the dréam turns into a night- 
mare depends to a very large extent upon 
the integrity and ability of the persons 
appointed to the Stone Mountain Develop- 
ment Assn. The Legislature should specify 
its membership be composed of constitu- 
tional officers and that it be divorced 
from politics. 

They would be charged with the re- 
sponsibility of developing the mountain 
as a state park and would be empowered 
to issue revenue certificates. Their actions 
would determine whether the mountain 
becomes one of the greatest tourist at- 
tractions in the nation or whether it be- 
comes ensnarled in politics and deterio- 
rates into a white elephant.

Let's Build Our Roads 
And Save Money, Too! 


The plan being discussed to end Geor- 
gia’s rural roads bond program and to 
provide an annual appropriation approxi- 
mating what is now being spent annu- 
ally under the bonded debt plan deserves 
a full hearing. 

Such a plan reportedly is being con- 
sidered by Sen. Carl Sanders, chairman 
of a committee now studying the rural 
roads program. Without knowing the par- 
ticulars of the proposal or whether one- 
cent per gallon of present gasoline tax 
money could be allocated to them with- 
out endangering the federal aid and other 
roads plans, certainly the costs under. the 
bonded-debt plan are high. 

Sen. Sanders says the Rural Roads Au- 
thority has been unable to spend more 
than 15 million dollars a year under the 
present 100-million-dollar authorization. 
Furthermore, he points out that while 
5,000 miles of road is being paved under 
the bond program, 9,000 miles could be 
paved under his plan with the same 
amount of funds. 

According to reliable figures credited 
to the Highway Department, interests, 
fees, legal charges, etc., involved in the 
rural roads program amount to more 
than $6,000 per mile of paving. 

If we can build more rural roads in 
the same length of time with a great 
deal less money, what is the argument 
against it? The indebtedness eventually 
must be paid from gasoline revenues 
anyway. 

While they are working on the prob- 
lem, Sen. Sanders and his committee 
might well look into the possibility also 
of assuring an equitable system of build- 
ing these rural roads without enslaving 
every county commissioner and legislator 
in the state to the governor’s office. In 
other words, how about setting up a 
formula which would be fair to all coun- 
ties, eliminating the necessity of commis- 
sioners and legislators becoming beggars?

Should Be Professional 


The Georgia school system is a step 
nearer professional administration at the 
county level. 

The House Education Committee has 
approved a bill to establish educational 
requirements for county school superin- 
tendents.

Atlantan Blasts Fire Insurance Rate Hike 
As Taking ‘Untair Advantage’ of Georgians 


Atlanta—According to The Con- 
stitution, an average increase of 
15.9 per cent has been granted 
and approved by our state insur- 
ance commissioner covering fire 
insurance rates. Apparently this 
“deal” has been made without 
proper procedure. 

In my case this new rate in- 
creas2s our fire insurance 25 per 
cent instead of the alleged 15.9 
per cent. This 25 per cent increase 
actually amounts to about 60 per 
cent higher cost over and above 
the 15.9 per cent raise. A look 
at the figures shown below con- 
firms what an “‘unfair advantage”’ 
will be taken with improper con- 
trols. 

I am in partnership with two 
other families for a Mt. Cottage 
in Pickens County, Ga., located 
342 miles out from Jasper, Ga. 

We have been paying in the 
past $31.60 for $5,000 fire insur- 
ance on this Mt. Cottage. Our in- 
surance agent now advises that 
our new rate will be increased 
$8 or a total of $39.60 for the 
$5,000 policy. 

15.9 per cent of $31.60 (old rate) 
is $5.02. 60 per cent of $5.02 (ap- 
proved increase) is $3.01. Total: 
$8.03. 

The actual net new rate increase 
is $8, which * feel is well worth 
questioning. Upon asking our in- 
surance agent about this new in- 
crease, the answer was that this 
is “it” and there is nothing we 
can do about it.

He was admitted to 
the bar at Forsyth in 1851 and to 
the bar of the Supreme Court in 
1856. He had gone to Arkansas 
in 1886. 

Co,. Norman of Arkansas re- 
membered his daddy, a Georgia 
legislator, taking him to the Capi- 
tol a‘ Milledgeville in 1843. 


The younger Norman heard 
Charlies Jenkins argue for ‘‘Eman- 
cipation of Married Women’s 
Property” from debts and liabili- 
ties of husbands. And he wrote in 
the ietter to The Constitution, ‘‘I 
knew of instances of wealthy 
young ladies swept away upo" 
marriage to impecunious, but 
heavily indebted husbands. At 
that time and many years after- 
ward. marriage carried title of 
all property of the wife to the 
husband. Boy as I was, I was 
deeply moved by the pathetic el- 
oquence of Mr. Jenkins in favor 
of the bill, but Mr. Toombs (Bob

conservative temper of the day 


that the measure was lost.”

Smelly FCC Mess 
Is Congress’ Fault 


WASHINGTON—Members of the House Sub- 
committee on Legislative Oversight are having a 
high old time turning the blazing spotlight on the 


unadmirable peccadillos of the chairman of the Federal Conmuniee 


tions Commission, John C. Doerfer. 


But if the Committee on Legis- 
lative Oversight continues to cen- 
ter its attention and everybody 
else’: attention on the petty im- 
proprieties of Chairman Doerfer, 
it will be committing an egre- 
gious legislative oversight. 


The Committee on Legislative 
Oversight will not get its eye 
fixed on the real culprit until it 
looks candidly into the mirror and 
persuades Congress to do the 
same thing. 

For the real culprit is Section 4 
(b) of the Act of Congress goverr- 
ing the FCC, which permits, au- 
thorizes and virtually invites the 
commissioners to do exactly what 
Doerfer has, at points, done rath- 
er ciumsily as if he thought he 
had to cover something up; name- 
ly, earn money and take money 
from the industry he is empow- 
ered to regulate. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission functioned without 
this odd invitation to misconduct 
for 16 years until, in the last year 
of the last administration, Con- 
gress inserted the following into 
the law: 

“Such commissioners shall not 
be engaged in any other business, 
vocation, profession or employ- 
ment: put this shall not apply to 
the wresentation or delivery of 
publications or papers for which 
a reasonable honorarium or com- 
pensation may be accepted.” 

There it is and if that is not a 
legis'ative oversight it is worse; 


it is a deliberate offense to good 
government. 

It authorizes, legalizes and jus- 
tifies a Federal Communications 
commissioner augmenting his 
government income by accepting 
fees and favors from the very 
busiresses he is required to reg- 
ulate. 

This is what 
Doerfer has done and when you 
see it in action it looks bad, is 
bad--and smells, even if legal. 

But what looks worse, is worse 
—and smells worse—is the act of 
Cong.ess which not only condones 
it but tells the boys to go right 
ahead. 

Doerfer has testified that he 
(and his wife) were given a six- 
day. all - expense, all - entertain- 
ment, all - hospitality - paid trip 
to Miami and the Bahamas in the 
private plane and as the personal 
guest of a television station own- 
er who had a case pending be- 
fore Doerfer and the commissior. 

Doerfer’s argument is that all 
this is quite justified because he 
was on official business. 

The iaw doesn’t justify this sort 
of thing, even though most of 
Doerfer’s criticized activities may 
well be within the law. 

If the Committee on Legislative 
Oversight and its counsel confines 
its attention to Commissioner 
Doerter and doesn’t soon begin to 
question the law under which he 
operates, it will be letting the pro- 
curing culprit go scotfree.

In the 
first place, I have turned down dozens af people in the past who 
have asked me to help them ‘‘write up this needy case” for one 
of the give-away programs such as Strike It Rich. I turned them 
down not out of indifference or plain meanness but because in 
principle I am opposed to seeing self-respecting Americans ex- 
ploited for money. Such programs will make a nation of whiners 
and beggars out of us, I am convinced. 


Producers of End of the Rainbow told me emphatically they 
were not asking for people who were swamped in tragedy or 
grief. When they first came to town our television editor, Paul 
Jones, ran a story about their search here for subjects for End of 
the Rainbow and he received a bushel basket full of suggestions. 
I didn’t read them but I understood that the reason none of them 
was accepted was that the only qualifications mentioned in most 
cases was that the people had illness and financial hardship in 
their families and were simply desperate for money. 

End of the Rainbow, the way it was told to me, was seeking 
a different kind of family—one that merely needed a boost to 
In the past they have helped 
a couple who were trying to expand their grocery store and anoth- 
er couple who had a small filling station they were trying to build 
into a complete automobile service center. The point, they said, 
was not to help the needy but to reward energy, ambition, hard 
work, unselfishness and good citizenship with a good-sized financial 
push. Not cash, you understand, but tools with which to continue 
working. 

In the Davis family’s case the tools were a model farm. They 
had the farm with the traditional mortgage, of course, and eventu- 
ally through their own efforts they would have made a go of it. 
Of that I am confident. They did not ask to be on anybody's 
television program. So far as I know they have never asked for 
anything in their lives but have worked with passionate devotion 
to their children and to the land. The only thing I feared when I 
sort of tentatively suggested them to the producers of End of the 
Rainbow was that they would be outraged and embarrassed to be 
the recipients of a giveaway program. They are people of pride 
and vast independence. 


“This is NOT a giveaway program,” the producer told me 
patiently. “‘We want to help somebody, of course, but their need 
is not the main requisite.’”’ 

I suggested the Davises for the reasons anybody who saw the 
television show will recognize. They are perhaps more typical 
than remarkable. Except for probably an unusual amount of 
talent, intelligence, humor and gaiety, they are just like hun- 
dreds of other young couples all over America. 


They didn't ask for help. They were plainly stunned and un- 
believing when it was heaped on them. I can’t suggest anybody 
else because the End of the Rainbow company has packed up and 
left town. In any case, I doubt that they will be coming back to 
do a Georgia show before they have done one in each of the 
other 48 states. But if you have any suggestions, send them on to 
the show itself, won't you? I even forgot to get the address.
